B, Alney, of the
Public Service Commirsion, announced in
Harrisburg that tl » commisgion would take
prompt action upen the elty's applications
for certificates of publie convenlence for the
various linez in the high-sposd syvetem. The
eommission, he sald, will certuinly take the
matter up either at the executive session to-
day or the one Tomorrow

Any further delay will mean that the
Director wil' be unable to award contracts,
although bids have been opened. Three con-
tracte for the subway delivery loop have
been hung up for two months awalting ac-
tlon by the commision. The Director gpened
the bids the second week of Fehruary, but
has been unable to proceed further on ne-
eount of the commigsion's long delav.

Both Mayoer Smith and Director Twining
expressed the hope today that the State
Legislature will tuke favorable action upon
the two transit bills Introduced jast night
by Representiative Hecht. The measures
are designed to strengthen the clty's posis
tlon in the tensit lense negotintions with
the Philadelphin Rapid Transit Company.

upper hand,

WHAT BILLS PROVIDE

The first bill would embower the ¢ty to
take over the existing street rallway facili-
tles by exercise of the right of embnent
domain. The second provides for an amend-
ment ta the State Constitution which would
give the city power to exceed its 10 per
cent borrowing capaeity If the proceeds are
to he used In constructing, purchasing or
condemning any cxisting public utitity or
part thereof, the anly provision being that
the utilities must remsonably be expected
‘eventually to yield sufMelent net profit to
pay interest and sinking fund charges,

These bils, It Is sald, have the approval
of Mayor Smith, Senators MoNichol and
Viare. Transit Director Twining and Chair-
man Gaffney, of Councils’ Finance Commit-
tee. The constitutional amendment if
passed at this session of the Legislature
would have to be passed again in 1919 and
then put to n vote of the peop'e.
